Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1952. 

The  Vital  Statistics  show  a Crude  Death  Rate  of  14.4  per  1000 
of  the  population,  as  compared  with  13.6  for  1951.  The  Live 
Birth  Rate  was  12.8  per  1000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with 
16.2  for  1951.  There  was  1 Still-birth.  The  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  was  26  per  1000  live  births.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

Following  the  usual  custom  I beg  to  submit  to  you  as  concisely 
as  possible  my  report  for  the  Year  1952. 

Sanitary  Accommodation. 

Houses  provided  with  Water  Closets  - 9121 

Houses  provided  with  Pan  Closets  4r  927

The  houses  not  provided  with  Water  Closets  are  situated  in  the 
outlying  part  of  your  district  which  is  extensively  used  for  Fire  Clay 
Mining.  The  provision  of  a sewer  is  not  a practical  proposition. 
The  houses  are  scattered  and  the  land  subject  to  subsidence. 

Removal  of  Household  Refuse  and  Salvage  Collection. 

912  Houses  out  of  927  are  provided  with  Sanitary  Dust  Bins 
and  Covers  of  Galvanized  Iron.  Refuse  Removal  is  carried  out  by 
Direct  Labour.  Collection  is  bi-weekly.  The  fuel  available  for 
domestic  use  is  still  severely  restricted.  The  amount  of  resultant 
ash,  however,  is  considerable,  due  to  the  generally  poor  quality  of 
coal  supplied.  Disposal  is  by  tipping.  The  tip  is  used  for  commer- 
cial purposes  in  addition  to  the  deposit  of  household  ashes  and  refuse. 
The  latter  is  usually  covered  within  a short  time  of  tipping.  Being 
centrally  situated  and  within  a short  distance  of  the  populated  area 
a horse  drawn  vehicle  has  been  found  to  be  efficient  and  much  more 
economical  than  a mechanically  propelled  one.  Dust  Bins  to  replace 
those  worn  out  have  been  provided  by  the  owners  of  19  houses.  No 
objection  has  been  raised  to  the  Notices.  No  necessity  has  arisen 
ior  the  Council  to  consider  the  provision  of  Dust  Bins. 

Salvage  Collection.  The  collection  of  Salvage,  principally  paper, 
ceased  some  years  ago.  Arrangements  are,  however,  in  operation 
lor  parcels  of  paper  to  be  received  at  the  office.  They  are  eventually 
removed  on  advising  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Brierlev  Hill. 

Housing. 

A start  on  48  Flats  was  made  in  July,  1952.  Some  of  them 
will  be  ready  for  occupation  in  1953.  The  anticipated  date  of  com- 
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pletion  is  February,  1954.  Unfortunately,  a number  of  applicants 
cannot  be  provided  with  accommodation.  Land  is  not  available  for 
housing  except  fora  few  isolated  plots.  The  solution  of  the  problem 
may  be  “ Re-development  ” but  that  cannot  be  undertaken  for  many 
years  and  the  cost  will  be  prohibitive.  One  house  has  been  provided 
by  Private  Enterprise  and  one  is  in  course  of  erection.  Both  are  for 
Owner- Occupiers.

The  following  houses,  unfit  for  human  habitation,  have  been 
demolished  viz  : — Amblecote  Hall  (26  Vicarage  Road)  in  compliance 
with  a Demolition  Order  and  5 Stamford  Road  in  accordance  with  a 
request  made  to  the  owner.  Demolition  Orders  have  been  made  in 
respect  of  Nos.  50  and  51  High  Street.  Since  1910,  92  unfit  houses 
have  been  demolished,  equal  to  1 in  every  10  of  the  existing  houses. 
Nonrepair  notices”  under  the  Housing  Acts  have  been  issued.  General 
Defects  at  the  following  houses  have  been  dealt  with  viz: — No.  36 
Brettell  Lane,  Nos.  40  to  49  Collis  Street,  No.  1 Dial  Lane,  No. 
138  High  Street,  Nos.  46,  47,  83,  142  King  William  Street,  No.  8 
Wollaston  Road.  Abatement  Notices — Informal  and  Statutory — 
within  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  were  served 
on  the  owners  of  39  houses.  No  proceedings  in  the  Court  have 
been  necessary.  The  rents  of  practically  the  whole  of  the  houses 
are  controlled  by  the  Rent  Acts.  Building  Costs  still  show  a tend- 
ency to  increase,  which  is  reflected  in  the  charges  for  repairs.  The 
position  is  steadily  deteriorating. 

Overcrowding.  There  is  little  actual  overcrowding.  The 
average  number  of  persons  per  house  is  3.4.  Occupation  of  houses 
by  two  families,  generally  related,  is  common.  A large  proportion 
of  the  applications  for  houses  is  from  married  sons  or  daughters 
residing  with  their  parents.  The  “ in-law  ” problem  is  a difficult  one 
to  solve.  The  number  of  separate  families  is  estimated  to  be  about 
1100  accommodated  in  927  houses. 


Nomadic  Caravan  Dwellers. 

Five  families,  housed  in  tents  and  vans,  took  possession,  without 
permission,  of  certain  land  at  Withymoor  and  Collins  Lane.  The 
sites  were  unsuitable,  being  without  a supply  of  water  or  sanitary 
accommodation.  With  the  assistance  of  the  Police  and  the  owners 
of  the  land  they  were  “ moved  on.”  They  were  not  of  a type  whose 
departure  one  regretted.  Enquiries  have  been  made  as  to  possible 
Sites  for  such  persons.  1 know  of  none  and  have  replied  accordingly. 
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Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs,  Etc. 

No  premises  have  been  found  to  be  infested  and  no  complaint 
of  infestation  has  been  received. 

Water  Supply. 

With  one  exception  all  premises  receive  a continuous  and  pure 
supply  of  water  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes  from  the  Stour* 
bridge  and  District  Water  Board.  The  principal  Bore  Holes  (at 
Wollaston  Road  and  Mill  Meadow)  are  situated  in  your  District. 
Samples  of  Water  for  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination 
are  taken  at  frequent  intervals.  The  Laboratories  are  provided  by 
the  County  Council.  The  Reports  indicate  a certain  Hardness  but 
otherwise  the  Water  is  of  excellent  quality  for  drinking.  Close  co- 
operation is  maintained  with  the  Engineer  to  the  Board. 

Milk— Retailers— Milk  (Special  Designations) 
(Specified  Areas)  Order  1952. 

There  are  two  Farms  only  at  which  Milk  is  produced.  Licences 
to  sell  Milk  by  retail  were  issued  to  ten  Shopkeepers  within  the 
District  and  to  eight  persons  whose  premises  are  outside  the  district. 
Under  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified 
Areas)  Order,  1952,  made  in  accordance  with  The  Food  and  Drugs 
(Milk,  Dairies  & Artificial  Cream)  Act,  1950,  which  came  into  oper- 
ation on  1st  November,  1952,  all  Milk  sold  by  retail  in  your  area 
must  be  “ Designated”  Milk  contained  in  Bottles. 

Food— Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations. 

No  Slaughter-house  is  used  in  your  District.  The  three  retail 
Butchers  are  supplied  with  Meat,  etc.  from  a Central  Depot  at 
Brierley  Hill  which  is  controlled  by  the  Ministry  of  Food.  Inspec- 
tions of  live  animals  and  carcases  are  carried  out  there  by  qualified 
Inspectors.  Domestic  pig  feeding  is  not  common.  Three  complaints 
arising  from  pig  keeping  were  dealt  with.  No  notices  of  slaughter 
of  swine  on  private  premises  were  received. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933.  Two  persons  only  are  licensed 
to  slaughter  or  stun  animals  in  a slaughter  house. 

Food  Distribution. 

Food  & Drugs  Act  1938  Sec.  15. 

Food  is  sold  by  retail  in  the  following  shops,  viz.  : — 

Butchers  3,  Grocers  4,  General  10  (part  shops  and  part  dwelling 
houses),  Greengrocers  etc.  6 (2  lock-up  shops  and  four  part  shops 
and  part  dwelling  houses),  Sweets  and  Tobacco  2 (part  shops  and 
part  dwelling  houses),  Fried  Fish  3 (part  shops  and  part  dwelling 
houses),  Cafes  1. 

Food  poisoning  outbreaks  — Nik 
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The  model  Bye-Laws  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  for 
securing  the  observance  of  sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions  and 
practices  in  the  Handling,  Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  Food  sold  or 
intended  for  sale  for  human  consumption  have  been  adopted.  They 
were  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Food  and  came  into  operation  on 
September  1 1th,  1950.  They  are  generally  well  observed.  The 
majority  of  Shops  are  of  the  “ mixed  ” type,  usually  a combination 
of  shop  and  dwelling  house.  They  were  constructed  for  the  dual 
purpose  and  living  accommodation  is  not  sacrificed  for  the  purpose 
of  * trade.”  They  do  not  present  any  special  difficulty. 

There  is  no  market  nor  stalls  for  street  trading. 

Unsound  Food. 

The  following  food  found  to  be  unsound  and  unfit  for  human 
consumption  was  surrendered  and  destroyed,  viz.  : — 2 Tins  Fruit 
(14  oz.  tins  of  Strawberries),  9i  lbs.  of  imported  Cheese  and  20j  lbs. 
of  Bacon, 

Ice  Cream. 

No  Ice  Cream  is  manufactured  in  your  District.  12  premises — 
9 Shops,  1 Cafe,  1 Sports  Pavilion  and  1 Public  House  are  regis- 
tered for  the  sale  and  storage  of  Ice  Cream.  They  are  provided 
with  suitable  “ Conservators.” 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests. 

The  following  premises  have  been  treated  against  Rats  & Mice 
viz.  ; — Factories  5,  Offices  1,  Dwelling  Houses  11,  Hospital  1, 
F'arm  Buildings  1,  Refuse  Tips  2.  Disinfestation  appears  to  have 
been  effective.  Regular  quarterly  treatment  is  recommended  for 
factories.  A charge  to  cover  the  cost  of  treatment  is  made  in 
respect  of  premises  other  than  dwelling  houses.  The  work  is  carried 
out  by  an  “ Operator  ” employed  by  Brierley  Hill  Urban  District 
Council  by  arrangement  with  Mr.  H.  J.  Parker,  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector.  His  assistance  is  appreciated.  The  Sewers  have  not 
been  treated  as  previous  tests  proved  definitely  negative. 

Smoke  Abatement  and  Atmospheric  Pollution 

Complaints  were  received  of  excessive  emission  of  smoke  and 
fumes  from  5 Factory  Chimneys.  Three  proved  to  be  of  a tempor- 
ary character.  Of  the  other  two,  one  is  in  connection  with  a 
“ protected  ” factory.  The  other  is  receiving  attention.  It  is  hoped 
that  when  the  alterations  contemplated  are  completed  there  will  be 
no  further  grounds  for  complaint.
